“Nature Notes” 

By Sandor Junkunc 


While hiking the foothills 
and caffiyons of our moun¬ 
tains one sees a lai^e var¬ 
iety of plants, many of 
which belong to the chapar¬ 
ral community. To us, per¬ 
haps, viewinig these plants 
. . . such as coffeeberry or 
chamise ... is common¬ 
place and holds no real 
meaning other than they’re 
part of our natural scene. 

rather we don’t realize it, 
or maybe we tend to forget 
that many of these plants 
were useful to early inhabi¬ 
tants, the Indians. They 
were helpful not only as 
a,n important food source, 
but also for clothing and 
as medlcinos for the ail¬ 
ments of those former times 
. . . times which weren’t 
so different from our own. 
After all, a stomach ache Is, 
indeed, a stomach ache, re¬ 
gardless of the reason for 
its being or of its particular 
time 111 history! 

In any event, the early 
peoples who made encamp¬ 
ments in our mountains, 
hunted for game in the foot¬ 
hills, and searched the can¬ 
yon bottoms for springs of 
fresh water considered rriany 
of the local plants to be a 
valuable part of their every¬ 
day lives. 

Consider, for example, the 
ever-present spiky yucca. 
Strangely enouifh it belongs 
to the lily family! Of course 


this fact was of no concern 
to ihe Indians, for they were 
chiefly interested In the dif¬ 
ferent u.ses of this common 
plant. Spanish Bayonet, as 
yucca is sometimes called, 
might be dubbed the all-pur¬ 
pose wonder, the Sears Roe¬ 
buck of the plant world, for 
it gave the India,ns prac¬ 
tically everything imagin¬ 
able to make their lives 
clean, stomachs happy, and 
feet free from blisters aiiid 
cactus spines . . . all of 
which is immeasurably im¬ 
portant if you’re a strug¬ 
gling Indian in Early Cali¬ 
fornia! 

The leaves of the yucca 
were first soaked, then 
b<>aten to make the inner 
fibers managable. From 
these were made such things 
as cf>rd and thread for sa,n- 
dals, rope, baskets, mats, 
paint brushes, a rough cloth, 
and even hair brushes! As 
a food the fruit was either 
cooked, dried, or eaten raw; 
some was made into cake, 
then dried for future use. 
The fruit also made a ver\’ 
sweet drink. Yucca seeds 
were- ground and eaten dr.v 
or in a sort or mush. Even 
the flowers, stems and buds 
were used as food. And to 
finish it all off, they washed 
with yucca soap. More later 
about local plant uses. .

Costs Less To Pay Than Rght 

Many California small business owners pay fines and 
obey regulations they consider unjust because it costs 
less to comply than to fight, an official of the National 
Federation of Independent Business (NFIB) said recently. 

“Small business is frustrated in its inability to fight 
what are considered to be at best unreasonable and at 
worst harassment citations from State agencies because 
they .seldom can afford the legal fees to disprove the al¬ 
legations,” said Dugene Andrews. .NFIB Western States 
Area Director. 

Senate Bill 1699. passed by the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee and now pending before the Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee. would alleviate much of this frustration for small 
business. ‘This legislation will essentially grant busi¬ 
ness egual access to the courts,** said Andrews. It pro¬ 
vides funds for reasonable attorney’s fee and other court 
costs when a state regulatory agency brings suit against 
a small business unsuccessfully.” 

The California NFIB members mandated NFIB’s sup¬ 
port of such legislation, according to Andrews. On the 
current NFTB California Slate Ballot. 97 per cent of the 
responding members said the legislature should pa.ss a 
law of this nature. 

“Many of the members wrote aditktional comments 
alongside tliclr votes,” said Andrews. He cited several 
examples: “We paid a minor OSKA fine to avoid the 
time and expense to protest.and we estimated we saved 
70 times the cost of the fine,” said one member. 

Andrews said, “Another member said the Labor Com¬ 
mission's Office told hjm that he might as well not 
fight a claim against him because he would have to 
pay for an attorney while the former employee would 
have their attorney for his defense." 

Some members fight even though the costs are ex¬ 
orbitant. he noted. “CAL OSHA cl.ed one company,” he 
said. ‘They ohallenged the citations, but the proc-edure 
took 12 months and approximately $11,000 plus their labor, 
time and worry. They said all the citations were finally 
thrown out as absurd, by the top man of the Board of 
Standards.” 

Andrews said another member spent $3,270 to fight 
an alleged violation, "rather than plead guilty atvd settle 
when the agenej- was wTong.” 

“.Most, however, can’t fight.” .said Andrews. ’A’nd those 
who do fight sltould not have to pay for a state agenc>'’s 
irresponsible action.” He concluded that state agencies 
have indiscTiminate use of ptower to take Judicial action 
against small businc.ss, knowing that the cost of defen¬ 
ding the charges will often be much greater than the 
fine. "Therefore, stale agencies don’t need to be care¬ 
ful in their l.ssuance of citations for allegt*d violations,” 
he -said. This places small business at a (distinct dis¬ 
advantage." 


Rrst Step! 


The first posl ive court step has been made in Los 
\ngele County’s and Supervisor Kenneth Hahn’s lawsui* 
against the big auio insurance companies over redlining. 

Tire Superior Court has ordered the California In- 
lurance Commissioner to act within five months on the 
xiunty’s complaint 

Also, the court is continuing to permit the county to 
ret in a rcpre.seniative capacity on behalf of the motorist-, 
if Los Angeles County. 

The steps were taken (during a hearing before Suprerior 
Court Judge Charles Phillips. 

"Originally, the Insurance Commlvsicner refu.sed to 
grant the county a hearing,” Hahn said. "Now, he has 
said in a document filed with the court that he will grant 
a hearing. 

"Under the ruling today, positive steps will have to 
Ire taken by the commissioner wltliin the next five months. 

"If not. we will b<' able to fight our case in court." 

The county has filed the lawsuit at Hahn’s request 
contending Los Angeles motorists are being overcharged 
for auto Insurance becau.se they live in a metropolitan 
area.

if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individuaL 
ffliere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses caa 
result in death. The addict's main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Q. — Brokerage fees keep 
getting higher and, since I 
usually invest jwst a lew 
hunched dollars at b time, 
this makes my (?ost pretty 
high. Is there any way the 
small investor can reduce 
his stock purchase costs. 

A. — We have a lot of 
pcMjple raise that question 
and there are some things 
yoiu can do. One way of 
course Is to save more and 
invest a larger sum at one 
time. The bigger your pur¬ 
chase, the smaller your com¬ 
mission Is as a per cent of 
the total. 

Another prcK«dure is to 
search out brokers who of¬ 
fer discQUint commissions. 
The number of these is in¬ 
creasing. The thing to watch 
here is that some of them 
have an annual minimum 
charge and this Is hard to 
meet lor a great many small 
investors. The cheapest plan 
of any of the big brokerage 
houses that I know of, is 
the Sharebuilder Plan of 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fen¬ 
ner, and Smith, but a num¬ 
ber of firms have discount 
plans and it pays to ask 
what they have to offer In 
the way of lower priced ser¬ 
vices. 

The fastest growing way 
to reduce commissions is to 
use the Dividend Reinvest¬ 
ment Plans offered by a 
growlrkg number of corpora¬ 
tions. Once you own a share 
of stock of one of the eor 
porations, you can reinvest

your dividends, buy more 
stock and sell your stock 
through the plan. Some of 
The plans make a small 
charge which is just a frac¬ 
tion of what a brQker”s 
charge would be. Many 
make no charge at all. There 
are even some which give 
you a slight discount on the 
price of stock you buy. 
These plans are not as flex¬ 
ible as buying and selling 
through a broker since pur¬ 
chases and .sales are only 
made at certain times dAir- 
Ing the year, but the cewn- 
mission savings can be 100 
per cent. 

Q. — Whan I read the- 
stock quotati o n s in my 
paper, I see the .note on 
some stocks that reads "ex- 
dividend.” Would you ex¬ 
plain what that means and 
liow it works. 

A. — When the Directors 
of a corporation declare a 
dividend they say it will be 
paid on a certain day to 
shareholders that are share¬ 
holders of record as of an 
carler date. Since there are 
five days allowed ti» make 
delivery of a stock after it 
Is sold, the shareholders ot 
record are actually those 
that own the stock five 
business days prior to the 
date of record. During that 
five day period, buyers will 
not receive the dividend 
since they wll not be owner;-' 
of record until after the re¬ 
cord date. Consequent 1 y, 
during that f've day p<'riod. 
the stock sells “ex-dividend." 
The dividend Is received by 
the seller of the stock. The 
buyer doesiVt receive it. 

Q. — Our investment club 
has had an argument as to 
what is the best way to find 
a company tl'uit has grown 
and is likely to continue 
growing. Some of our mem¬ 
bers argue that we must 
find an industry that is 
growing and then pick a 
good company In that Indu.'; 
try. Others say they do not 
believe the industry' is so 
important, and we should 
check tlie .sales records of 
all companies a.nd pick the 
ones with the best records 
of growth. What is your 
idea of whore to find the 
liest growth companies? 

A. — Selecting a good 
company in a growth in 
ditstry certainly makes 
sense. It Is easier for a com¬

.some dangers In that ap¬ 
proach. There are periods of 
saturation i.n growth indus¬ 
tries when the Industry 
gro'wth slows or stops. Then 
a shake-out occurs and some 
cc.mpandes get badly hurt. 
The CB or Citizens Band 
Radio ir.dustry Is a recent 
illustration where the ex- 
panson In a growth Indus¬ 
try came to an end and 
many companies had size¬ 
able losses. 

In growing industries, the 
growth in the Industry may 
cover up weaknesses In 
management that may prove 
to be severe when the stress 
comes. 

In my experience, growth 
that Is produced by the skUl, 
drive, and planning of man¬ 
agement is the most persis¬ 
tent and reliable, continues 
the longest, and produces 
the greatest profits for the 
investor. It*s the selection 
of its kind of company that 
should occupy most of the 
time of your Investment 
club. An illustration of a 
company which represents 
growth apparently coming 
from the drive of manage¬ 
ment which was recently 
suggested for study In Bet¬ 
ter Investing, is Dayco Cor- 
[Kiration. It has ,no glamor- 
Qur products or unusual na¬ 
tural growdh In its products. 
The growdh seems to hav 2 
come from management’s 
drive In pushing sales for¬ 
ward and in developing mew 
markets and uses for pro¬ 
ducts. Where management is 
providing the growdh, it is 
important to watch when 
management changes take 
place to make sure the new 
management has the ability 
to continue the growdh. 

Q. — Would yOiU please 
explain what "amortizatioin” 
means. 

A. — Businesses have ex¬ 
penses that come due per¬ 
iodically, som e ti m e s at 
lengthy intervals such as 
once a year or even once 
every three years. An illus- 
trfation of this might be the 
premium on an insurance 
policy that is pwid now, bul 
covers fire protection for the 
next three years. WTiile the 
insurance is paid new. it is 
a cost of business for the 
next three year period for 
which it provides protection. 
The spreading of that cost 
out over the three year per¬ 
iod Is “amortizing” the cost 
over the applicable period. 
Taxes arc another item paid 
at one time, hut whose cost 
-will be amortized or spread 
over the applicable time or 
units produced during the 
period w'hich they cover.

The Southern California 
Hemerocallis amd Amaryllis 
Society will present its an- 
mual daylily show at the 
Los Angeles State and Coun¬ 
ty Arboretum in Arcadia 
Saturday and Sunday, June 
24 and 25. Show hours are 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. both days. 
Admission is free. 

As ornamental pla n t s, 
daylilies, or hemerocallis, 
have many attributes. They 
make fine cut flowers, .some 
of them fragrant. .Some 
varieties bloom in the eve¬ 
ning. All are easy to grow 
and require little e.ai'c. There 
are daylilies available in 
every color of the rainbow 
except white and blue and 
there are even a few with 
a blue cast And if that is 
iTiot enough, the flowers are 
edible and can be used to 
dress a salad. The Chinese, 
in particular, are knowin to 
dry the blossoms and use 
them as a thickening agent 
in soups. 

Daylilies get their name 
from the fact that each 
flower blooms for only a 
day. But this can be mis¬ 
leading, since each stein, or 
scape, might have as many 
as 50 flower buds. A single 
plant cam provide flowers 
for a month or loiter. Not 
too many other ornamental 
plants can claim all these 
virtues.
